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PKEFACE. 


The  author  of  the  Fountain  of  Sacred  Song  presents  to  the  musical  public,  in  this  volume,  the  result  of  much  labor.  Haring  conscientiously  endeavored  to  malce 
«  book  which  should  be  sought  for  and  approved  by  all  who  sing  the  Songs  of  Zion,  it  is  fitting  that  he  avail  himself  of  the  privilege  accorded  to  every  writer,  to  say  a 
word  by  way  of  explanation  in  the  "  preface."  ^ 

Had  it  been  his  aim  merely  to  add  another  to  the  long  catalogue  of  music  books  which^each  year  are  offered  to  the  community,  material  to  more  than  fill  its  pages 
was  at  hand  several  years  ago.  But  discerning  in  the  large  sale  of  the  many  new  works,  and  the  eagerness  vnth  which  each  new  one  is  sought,  not  so  much  a  desire 
on  the  part  of  choirs  and  singers  for  a  change,  as  a  demand  for  a  book  of  high  character,  so  carefully  prepared  that  it  should  not  be  found  an  unwelcome  companion 
after  a  year's  use,  he  has  preferred  to  give  himself  ample  time,  and  to  wait  till  the  present  season  before  placing  his  manuscript  in  the  hands  of  the  printer.  And  he 
thinks  it  not  presumptuous  to  assert,  that  he  believes  he  has  succeeded  in  producing  a  book,  which,  in  point  of  practical  value,  has  not  been  surpassed  by  any  church 
music  book  ever  offered  to  the  American  people. 

The  melodic  in  these  pages  will  be  found  unusually  fresh,  attractive  and  beautiful :  they  are  generally  quite  easy  to  sing,  though  they  have  never  been  allowed  to 
degenerate  into  what  would  be  too  light  in  style  to  be  appropriate  for  use  in  the  Sanctuary.  The  harmonies  have  been  carefully  studied,  and  it  is  believed  will  be  felt  to 
be  very  effective  by  reason  of  their  remarkable  richness,  fullness,  accuracy  and  church-like  character. 

The  Elementaet  Depaetmbnt  embraces  all  that  long  experience  and  comparison  have  shown  to  be  best  in  method,  while  many  new  and  important  points  have 
been  introduced.    Among  others,  there  will  be  found  some  exercises  especially  adapted  to  voice  training.     These  are  inserted  for  the  convenience  of  many  who  wish  to 
give  some  attention  to  the  culture  and  building  of  the  voice,  but  who  have  not  the  time  nor  the  disposition  to  go  through  one  of  the  larger  treatises  especially  devoted' 
to  that  science. 

The  FotTR  Part  Songs  form  a  separate  department.  Much  care  has  been  bestowed  upon  this  portion  of  the  book,  and  it  is  hoped  the  student,  the  social  circle^ 
and  the  singing  class  will  find  in  it  not  only  profit,  but  pleasure. 

The  Hymn  Tunes  are  referred  to  with  a  real  satisfaction  which  amounts  to  pride.  They  are  in  every  variety  of  style  that  a  correct  taste  could  approve,  are  adapted  to 
all  the  Hymns  in  use,  and  express  all  those  moods  of  religious  feeling  which  prompt  the  devout  man  to  "  sing  praises  to  God,"  and  to  "  make  melody  in  his  heart  unto 
the  Lord."  Many  are  easy  of  execution,  while  some,  which  are  not  difficult,  are  very  elaborate,  and  are  well  adapted  for  quartette  choirs.  A  few  are  quintettes,  with  a 
soprano  obligato ;  they  will  be  found  very  interesting  and  useful  for  choirs  possessing  a  soprano  voice  of  culture  and  beauty. 

The  Anthems,  Sentences  and  Chants  come  next  in  order.  Among  these  are  quite  a  large  number  of  short  pieces,  well  adapted  to  the  opening  and  closing  of 
Divine  Service.  They  have  been  culled  from  a  vast  quantity  of  manuscript,  and  are  offered  with  the  confident  belief  that  they  will  prove  very  useful,  and  that  they  will  be 
at  once  approved  for  their  freshness  and  life,  while  they  are,  at  the  same  time,  choice  in  style  and  musician-like  in  treatment. 

The  Old  Ttoes  are  assigned  a  place  by  themselves.  No  sacred  music  book  can  be  considered  in  any  way  complete  which  does  not  admit  a  large  number  of  those 
old  tunes  which  have  stood  the  test  of  that  severest  critic  Time.  Here  they  are  by  themselves,  within  the  easy  reach  of  every  congregation.  They  have  heightened  the 
devotion  of  thousands  of  Christians,  and  will  hold  their  place  in  the  memory  and  heart  of  many  a  pious  worshipper,  when  much  of  the  music  which  tickles  the  ear  and 
pleases  the  fancy  for  a  while,  has  been  long  forgotten.    Like  old  and  tried  friends,  they  are  sure  of  a  welcome. 

With  these  brief  explanatory  suggestions,  the  Fountain  of  Sacred  Song  is  submitted  to  the  public;  submitted  too,  with  entire  confidence  that  its  judgment  will 
endorse  the  work,  and  will  justify  the  feelings  of  satisfaction  which  the  author  permits  himself  to  entertain  after  many  critical  reviews  of  its  contents.  He  solicits  a  careful, 
even  a  severe  examination  of  it,  feeling  assured  that  the  more  rigid  the  scrutiny,  provided  only  it  be  impartial  and  just,  the  more  apparent  will  become  the  real  and 
substantial  merit  of  the  book,  and  the  better  its  claim  to  be  recognized  by  the  musical  community  as  a  true  Fountain  of  sacred  song.

PART  L 

MUSICAL  NOTATION. 


CHAPTER  I. 

GENERAL  DIVISION  OF  THE  SUBJECT. 

§1.  A  piece  of  music  consists  of  a  succession  of  sounds,  which  differ  in 
three  particulars,  viz :  1.  Length, 

2.  Pitch, 

3.  POVTER, 

§  2.  In  consequence  of  this  distinction  in  musical  sounds,  the  elementary 
principles  are  arranged  under  three  general  divisions,  or  departments. 

1.  Rhythm  ;  which  treats  of  the  relative  length  of  sounds,  of  the  mode 
of  measuring  their  length,  and  also  of  the  written  characters  which  represent 
them  as  to  length. 

2.  Melodt  ;  which  treats  of  the  relative  pitch  of  sounds,  and  of  the 
characters  which  represent  them  as  to  pitch. 

3.  Dtnajmics  ;  which  treats  of  the  relative  power  or  force  of  sounds, 
with  their  various  modifications,  and  also  of  the  characters  which  represent 
these  modifications. 

§  3.  A  practical  knowledge  of  the  particulars  embraced  under  the  above 
three  departments,  separate  from  each  other,  and  also  combined,  comprehends 
all  that  relates  to  the  "  Elementary  Principles  of  Music." 


CHAPTER  II. 

MEASURE,  TIME,  AND  ACCENT. 

§  4.  A  piece  of  music  is  divided  into  small  equal  portions,  called  meas- 
ures, by  means  of  a  perpendicular  line  called  a  Bar. 

§  5.  Measures  are  also  divided  into  smaller  equal  portions,  called  parts 
of  measures. 

§  6.  These  parts  are  indicated  in  performance,  by  certain  motions  of  the 
hand,  called  beating  time.  These  motions  are  used  to  aid  the  mind  in 
making  the  divisions  equal. 

§  7.    A  measure  containing  Two  Parts,  is  called  Double  Measure. 
A  measure  containing  Three  Parts,  is  called  Triple  Measure. 
A  measure  containing  Four  Parts,  is  called  Quadruple  Measure. 
A  measure  containing  Six  Parts,  is  called  Sextuple  Measure. 
§  8.    Double  Measure,  has  two  motions  or  beats;  first,  down;  second,  up. 
§9.    Triple  Measure  has  three  motions;   first,  down;   second,  left; 
third,  up. 

§  10.  Quadruple  Measure  has  four  motions;  first,  down ;  second,  left; 
third,  right ;  fourth,  up. 

§  11.  Sextuple  Measure  has  six  motions;  first,  down;  second,  down  ; 
third,  left ;  fourth,  right ;  fifth,  up ;  sixth,  up.

Note. — In  making  the  first  downward  beat  in  Sextuple  Measure,  the  hand  should  fall 
half  the  way ;  and  in  the  second  beat,  the  remainder.  Sextuple  Measure  is  often  marked 
by  the  two  motions  called  down  and  up ;  giving  the  down  heut  to  the  first  part,  and  the 
upward  to  the  fourth. 

§  12.  The  sound  on  the  first  part  of  all  tlie  four  kinds  of  Measure 
receives  accent.  In  Quadruple  Measure  there  is  also  a  second  accent  on 
the  third  part ;  and  in  Sextuple,  a  second  accent  on  the  fourth  part. 

Note. — Too  much  care  cannot  be  taken  to  insure  an  accurate  division  of  the  measure. 
Without  accuracy  of  time,  in  choral  music,  all  is  confusion  and  disorder. 

CHAPTER  III. 

NOTES.     RESTS.     THE  STAFF. 

§  13.    Musical  Sounds,  as  to  their  relative  length,  are  represented  by 
characters  called  notes,  of  which  we  have  the  following  variety  :  viz. 
Whole  Note,  Half  Note,  Quarter  Note,  Eighth  Note,  Sixteenth  Note,  Thirty-second  Note> 
or  Semibreve,  or  Minim,  or  Crotchet,    or  Quaver,    or  Semiquaver,  or  Demisemiquaver.

§  14.  A  character  is  sometimes  used  called  a  Double  Note,  or  Breve.  It 
is  written  in  this  manner  ||^||,  and  is  equal  in  value  to  two  Whole  Notes. 

§  15.  The  following  table  exhibits  the  different  kinds  of  notes  in  common 
ase,  with  their  relative  value  :

§  16.  The  sounds  in  music  are  often  interrupted  by  periods  of  silence. 
The  characters  which  represent  this  silence  are  called  Rests.  They  corres- 
pond in  their  relative  length,  to  the  different  notes  ;  and  are  named  accord- 
ingly ;  each  note  having  its  corresponding  rest.    For  example  : 

Whole  rest.    Half  rest.   Quarter  rest.  Eighth  Rest.  Sixteenth  rest.   Thirty-second  rest. 


§  17.  Having  now  gained  a  general  knowledge  of  sounds  and  the  charac- 
ters used  to  represent  them,  we  wUl  proceed  to  an  explanation  of  the  Staff. 

§  18.  The  Staff  is  composed  of  five  horizontal,  parallel  lines,  and  the  four 
intermediate  spaces.  Each  line  and  space  is  called  a  degree.  There  are 
therefore  nine  degrees  in  all  on  the  main  staff.  Should  a  greater  number  of 
degrees  be  required  than  this  capacity  will  allow,  short  lines  may  be  added 
above  or  below  the  staff,  called  leger  lines.  In  numbering  the  lines  and 
spaces  we  commence  at  the  lowest,  and  reckon  upwards.

§  19.  The  first  seven  letters  of  the  alphabet:  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  are 
used  as  names  of  the  different  degrees  of  the  Staff. 

§  20.  The  situation  of  the  letters  upon  the  staff  is  determined  by  char- 
acters called  Clefs,  which  are  placed  on  the  Staff  at  the  beginning  of  any 
piece  of  mus'c.    Two  of  these  will  be  used  in  this  work.

§  21.  The  G,  or  Treble  Clef,  is  placed  on  the  second  line,  and  appropri- 
ates its  own  name,  viz.  G.,  to  that  line:  from  which  the  other  letters  are 
reckoned  in  alphabetical  order,  upward ;  and  downward,  by  reversing  their 
order,  thus : —

§  22.  The  F,  or  Bass  Clef,  is  placed  on  the  fourth  line,  and  appropriates 
its  own  name,  viz.  F,  to  that  Ene ;  the  order  of  the  letters  being  reckoned 
alphabetically  from  F,  as  in  the  preceding  case  from  G,  thus  : —

CHAPTER  IV. 

THK  SCALE. 


§  23.  The  Scale  is  composed  of  a  series  of  eight  musical  sounds,  diflfer- 
ing  in  pitch,  which  are  arranged  in  a  particular  order  of  succession. 

§  24.  The  sounds  of  the  Scale  are  designated  by  numerals,  in  the  order 
of  their  succession,  upward;  viz.,  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven, 
eight.  The  Italian  Syllables,  Do,  Re,  Mi,  Fa,  Sol,  La,  Si,  Do,  are  also 
applied  to  the  Scale. 

§  25.    The  difference  of  pitch  in  any  two  sounds  is  called  an  interval. 

§  26.  The  sounds  of  the  scale  succeed  each  other  by  two  kinds  of  inter- 
vals, called  Tones  and  Semitones,  or  half-tones. 


§  27.    Five  of  the  intervals  are  tones,  and  two  are  semitones. 

§  28.  The  two  semitones  are  between  the  third  and  fourth^  and  betweec 
the  seventh  and  eighth.    The  other  sounds  proceed  by  tones. 

§  29.  A  series  of  sounds  proceeding  in  the  above  order,  is  called  the 
major  diatonic  scale. 

§  30.  The  distance  from  any  tone  to  that  next  above  or  below  is  called 
a  second. 

§  31.  As  the  Scale  is  composed  of  an  octave,  or  eight  tones,  there  must 
necessarily  be  seven  seconds.  Five  of  these  are  large,  and  are  called 
Major  Seconds.  The  remaining  two  are  found  where  the  half-tones  in  the 
scale  occur,  that  is,  between  3  and  4  and  7  and  8,  and  are  denominated 
Minor  Seconds.

§  32.  By  common  consent,  the  Scale  as  first  placed  upon  the  Staff  fixes 
the  first  tone  of  that  Scale  on  the  letter  C.  The  scale  receives  this  letter 
as  its  name  ;  or,  otherwise,  is  said  to  be  in  the  Key  of  C.

CHAPTER  V. 

VAEIETIES  OF  MEASmiE. 

§  33.  Each  of  the  four  kinds  of  measure  embraces  several  varieties, 
distinguished  by  the  kind  of  note  which  fills  each  part  of  the  measure. 
Thus  we  have  double  measure  of  two  halves,  double  measure  of  two 
quarters  (or  fourths),  &c. 

§  34.  The  kind  of  measure,  and  the  value  of  its  parts,  are  dis- 
tinguished by  Figures  in  the  form  of  a  fraction:  the  upper  of  which 
expresses  the  number  of  the  parts,  or  Mnd  of  measure  ;  and  the  lower,  the 
particular  note  used  to  each  part,  or  the  variety  of  the  measure.

Note. — The  notes  do  not  represent  any  positive,  but  only  a  relative  length.  Hence  2-2 
is  not  necessarily  slower  than  2-4,  or  4-2  slower  than  4-4.  The  degree  of  quickness  or 
slowness  in  the  general  movement  must  be  decided  by  the  character  of  the  music,  and  by 
the  subject  of  the  poetry. 

§  35.  Different  kinds  of  notes  are  used  in  every  variety  of  measure.  A 
dot  after  a  note  adds  one  half  to  its  length.

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CHAPTER  VII. 

EXTENSION  OF  THE  SCALE,  CLASSIFICATION  OF  VOICES,  EXPRESSION,  STNCOPATION,  TRIPLETS,  &C. 

When  tones  higher  than  eight  are  sung,  eight  is  to  be  regarded  as  one  of  an  upper  scale,  and  when  tones  lower  than  one  are  sung,  one  is  to  be  regard- 
ed as  eight  of  a  lower  scaje.  The  human  voice  is  naturally  divided  into  four  classes  ;  low  male  voices,  or  Bass  ;  high  male  voices,  or  Tenor ;  low  female 
voices,  or  Alto ;  high  female  voices,  or  Treble. 

Note. — •  Besides  the  above,  there  are  other  distinctions,  as  Baritone,  between  the  Bass  and  Tenor.  And  the  Mezzo  Soprano,  between  the  Alto  and  Treble.  The  Treble  is  often 
called  Soprano.

§  94.  TERMS  AND   SIGNS   OF  EXPRESSION. 

The  following  words,  or  their  abbreviations  and  signs,  are  used  in  music  to  indicate  different  degrees  of  force,  thereby  marking  the  expression  of  the 
piece  in  which  they  may  be  found. 

Piano,  or  its  abbreviation,  F,  signifies  a  soft  tone.  Forte,  or  F,  a  tone  somewhat  louder  than  Ilezzo. 

Pianissimo,  or  PP,  a  tone  somewhat  softer  than  Piano,  yet  so  loud  as  to  Fortissimo,  or  FF,  a  tone  somewhat  louder  than  Forte,  but  not  so  loud  as 
be  a  good  audible  sound.  I  to  become  a  scream. 

Mezzo,  pronounced  Metzo,  or  M,  a  medium  force  of  tone,  being  neither  note.— Mezzo  Piano,  and  Forte,  are  Italian  words,  wtioli,  by  long  usage,  have  become 
loud  nor  soft.  1  teobnical  terms  in  music,  and  are  used  by  all  nations. 
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M&izo  Piano,  or  MP,  signifies  middling  soft. 
Mezzo  Forte  or  MF,  signifies  middling  loud. 

Organ  Tone.  A  tone  commenced,  continued,  and  ended  with  an  equal 
degree  of  power,  is  called  an  Organ  Tone.    (  ) 

Crescendo.  A  tone  commencing  soft,  and  gradually  increasing  to  loud,  is 
called  Crescendo.    (Ores,  or  — ==C) 

Dimiyiuendo.  A  tone  commencing  loud,  and  gradually  diminishing  to 
Boft,  is  called  Diminuendo.  (Dim.  or  >-) 

Swell.  An  union  of  the  Crescendo  and  Diminuendo,  produces  the  Swell- 
ing Tone,  or  Swell.  (— <C^=-) 


Pressure  Tone.  A  very  sudden  crescendo,  or  Swell,  is  called  a  Pressure 
Tone.  (<  or  O) 

Explosive  Tone.  A  tone  which  is  struck  suddenly  and  forcibly,  and 
instantly  diminished,  is  called  an  Explosive  Tone  ;  also  Forzando,  or  Sfor- 
zando.  (>  or  sf.fz.) 

Dolce,  sweetfy,  softly  and  with  delicate  expression. 

Ballentando,  Hall.,  Ritard,  or  Bit.,  signify  slower  and  slower  by  degrees. 
Ad  Lib.,  signifies  at  the  pleasure  of  the  performer. 
A  Tempo,  in  the  original  time. 

A  Hold  or  Pause  (^)  denotes  the  prolongation  of  the  time  of  the  note  or 


rest,  at  pleasure. 

"When  a  passage  is  performed  in  a  close,  gliding,  and_  connected  style,  it  is  said  to  be  Legato.    A  character  called  a  Tie  —  is  used  to  connect  the 


notes  thus  performed,  whether  on  the  same  degree  or  different  degrees  of  the  Staff. 
The  Slur  — .  shows  the  number  of  notes  to  be  sung  to  one  syllable. 

Dots  placed  over  or  under  notes,  indicate  a  somewhat  detached  style  of  performance,  called  Demi- Staccato,  or  Half  Staccato.

CHAPTKR  VIII. 


CHROMATIC  SCALE  AND  INTERVALS. 

§  121.  Between  those  tones  of  the  scale  which  form  the  interval  of  a  step,  an  intermediate  or  chromatic  tone  may  be  introduced  ;  thus,  intenne- 
diate  or  chromatic  tones  may  occur  between  1  and  2,  2  and  3,  4  and  5,  5  and  6,  6  and  7 ;  but  not  between  3  and  4,  and  7  and  8,  because  the  intervals 
between  these  tones  are  already  half-steps,  and  these  are  the  smallest  practicable  intervals. 

§  122.  Intermediate  or  chrorbatic  tones  are  named  numerically  (relative  pitch)  from  one  of  the  tones  of  the  diatonic  scale  between  which  they 
■occur,  but  with  the  word  sharp  or  flat, or  a  character  called  a  sharp  (j^)  or  a  flat  (?-)  in  connection,  to  distinguish  them  from  the  diatonic  tones:  thus,  the 
intermediate  tone  between  one  and  two,  if  named  from  one,  is  called  Sharp  one  (j^l)  ;  and  if  named  from  two,  is  called  Flat  Two  (!?2). 

The  intermediate  tones  are  also  named  alphabetically  (absolute  pitch)  from  one  of  the  letters  between  which  they  occur,  with  the  word  sharp  or 
flat  also  in  connection  ;  thus,  the  chromatic  tone  between  C  and  D,  if  named  from  C,  is  called  C  Sharp  (C]|)  ;  and  if  named  from  D,  is  called  D  Flat  (Djz). 

§  123.  The  note  representing  an  intermediate  or  chromatic  tone,  is  written  on  the  same  degree  of  the  staiF  as  the  note  representing  the  tone  from 
Tvhich  it  is  named ;  thus,  sharp  one  is  written  on  the  same  degree  of  the  staff  as  one  ;  flat  two  is  written  on  the  same  degree  as  two,  &c. 

§  124.  A  scale  of  thirteen  tones,  including  all  the  intermediate,  or  chromatic  tones,  with  twelve  intervals  at  a  half  step  each,  is  called  The 
Chromatic  Scale. 

§  125.  The  scale  which  has  been  heretofore  described  may  be  called  The  Diatonic  Scale.  Diatonic.  From  two  Greek  words,  signifying  through 
the  toaes,  or  from  tone  to  tone.

Note  1. —  Whenever  a  syllable  of  the  chromatic  scale  terminates  with  the  letter  i,  it  should  always  receive  the  sound  of  ee  ;  thus,  Di  is  pronounced  Dee,  Ri  is  pronounced  Ree, 
&c.    When  the  syllable  terminates  with  the  letter  e,  it  should  be  pronounced  like  the  En;;lish  long  a,  thus  :  Se  is  pronounced  Sa,  Le  is  pronounced  La,  &c.

§  127.  The  sign  of  an  intermediate  or  chromatic  tone  (j^  or  fe)  belongs  not  only  to  the  note  before  which  it  is  placed,  but  also  to  all  the  following 
notes  on  the  same  degree  of  the  staff  in  the  measure. 

§  128.  The  sign  of  a  chromatic  tone  belongs  to  all  the  notes  that  follow  it,  from  measure  to  measure,  when  no  intervening  note  occurs  on  another 
degree  of  the  staff. 

§  129.    The  Double  Sharp  (x)  or  Double  Flat,        is  used  to  sharp  or  flat  a  note  which  has  been  previously 

sharped,  or  flatted,  thus :

CHAPTER  IX. 


THE  MINOR  SCALE. 


In  addition  to  the  Major  Diatonic,  and  Chromatic  Scales  (already  explained)  there  is  another,  differing  from  these  in  respect  to  its  intervals,  called 
the  Minor  Scale.  This  scale  in  its  first  or  natural  position,  commences  with  A,  or  A  is  taken  as  one.  It  is  therefore  based  upon  the  sixth  of  the  Major 
Scale,  Syllable  La.  When  the  major  and  minor  scales  have  the  same  signature,  they  are  said  to  be  related.  Thus  the  key  of  C  major  is  the  relative 
major  to  A  minor  ;  and  the  key  of  A  minor  is  the  relative  minor  to  C  Major. 

The  letters  and  syllables  correspond  in  the  nlajor  and  its  relative  minor.  Thus,  the  syllable  Do  is  applied  to  C  in  both  cases,  although  it  is  one  iu 
the  major,  and  three  in  the  minor  scale,  &c. 

There  are  two  forms  of  the  minor  scale  in  general  use.  The  following  scale  in  A  Minor  will  serve  as  an  illustration  of  the  Order  and  kind  of 
intervals  in  both  forms.

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CHAPTER  X. 
Ti^A.isrsi'osiTionsr  of  tkcb  soa-les. 

When  any  other  letter  than  C  for  the  major,  and  A  for  the  minor  scale  is  taken  for  one,  the  scale  is  said  to  be  transposed.  Hence,  the  Transposition 
of  the  Scale  consists  in  changing  the  pitch,  or  in  taking  any  other  letter  than  C  as  one,  or  as  the  basis  of  the  scale.  It  must  be  remembered  that  letters 
represent  the  absolute  pitch  of  sounds  ;  and  that  the  pitch  of  each  letter  is  unalterably  fixed.  The  letter  which  is  taken  as  one  is  called  the  Key  note,  or 
the  key.  Thus  if  the  scale  be  in  its  natural  position  with  C  as  one,  it  is  said  to  be  in  the  key  of  C.  If  its  pitch  be  changed,  and  D  be  taken  as  one,  it 
is  said  ta  be  in  the  key  of  D,  and  so  on.  In  transposing  the  scale  the  proper  order  of  intervals  mast  be  preserved.  Thus  in  every  key  the  intervals  must 
be  as  follows ;  between  one  and  two,  a  step  ;  between  two  and  three,  a  step ;  between  three  and  four,  a  half  step  ;  between  four  and  five,  a  step ;  between 
five  and  six,  a  step  ;  between  six  and  seven,  a  step ;  andbetween  seven  and  eight,  a  half  step. 

The  interval  between  one  letter  and  another  is  fixed  and  cannot  be  altered.  In  the  transposition  of  the  scaJe,  the  proper  order  of  intervals  is  preserved 
by  the  use  of  the  intermediate  (sharp  or  flat)  tones  ;  or  in  other  words  in  the  transposition  of  the  scale,  it  becomes  necessary  to  omit  certain  tones  belonging 
to  the  given  key,  or  key  from  which  the  transposition  is  made — and  to  take  from  the  Chromatic  scale  such  other  tones  as  may  be  required  to  constitute 
the  new  key,  or  to  preserve  the  proper  order  of  its  intervals. 

Note. — The  difficulty  in  transposition,  consists  in  the  transfer  of  the  absolute  pitch  of  sounds,  to  the  relatire  pitch  of  the  scale.    The  first  transposition  of  the  scale  by  fifths,  is 
from  C  to  G,  L  e.  G  is  taken  as  one.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  tone  F  sharp  is  used  in  the  above  diagram  instead  of  the  tone  F  in  order  that  the  same  order  of  intervals  may  be  preserved 
as  in  C,  as  the  interval  from  6  to  7  must  be  a  major  second,  and  from  7  to  8  a  minor  second. 

The  same  method  is  followed  in  all  the  transpositions  by  sharps.    As  we  progress  in  the  transposition  of  the  scale  from  one  key  to  another,  an  additional 

shaqi  will  be  required  between  the  6th  and  7th,  for  precisely  the  same  reason  given  in  the  transposition  from  C  to  G.    The  sharps  or  flats  which 

necessarily  are  thus  brought  into  requisition  are  written  immediately  after  the  clefs,  and  are  called  the  signature,  (sign)  of  the  Key. 

Note. — It  is  to  be  remembered  that  any  note  or  notes  sharped  or  flatted  as  designated  by  the  signatvire  continue  so  through  the  entire  piece,  unless  the  effect  of  these  are  cancelled 
by  the  use  of  other  accidentals,  (sharps,  flats,  or  naturals. )

The  Italian  term,  derived  from  Appoggiare  (to  lean  upon),  sufficiently 
expresses  the  manner  in  which  the  little  note  should  be  executed  ;  that  is  to 
say,  it  should  be  accented  more  strongly  than  the  large  note  which  follows 
it.  It  is  essential  to  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  this  principle,  the  exact 
observation  of  which  contributes  much  to  coloring  the  melody,  or,  in 
other  terms,  singing  with  expression. 

The  short  Appoggiatura  is  unaccented,  and  takes  its  time  from  the  note 
fwhich  precedes  it,
